Commercially, therefore, the rise of 
the Summer art exhibition is justified: 
Art“and commerce always have been 


good friends, and it is the falsest of false 


sentiment to drag them apart as incom- 
patible. But there.is something more to 


art than its commercial affinities, little 


as we liave been encouraged to believe 
this in-our land of the-Pilgrims’ pride. 
There is its relation to nature and its 
relation to man. It is bold and: brave 
to show your paintings of’ white sails 
and ‘iridescent rocks, with Gloucester 
Harbor, gleaming and sparkling, looking 
in at the window to challenge the like- 
ness, EDMERSON said, in his positive way, 
that few adult persons can see nature. 
Those few are the artists. After we 
have seen many pictures of one kind we 
see nature that way, until we have seen 
more pictures of another kind. 

._In the Summer art exhibitions it is 
mostly green grass and iridescent rocks 


and white sails, but here and there an | 


artist attempts to dig into the character 
of a place and express it in its relation 
to man. Theré are now artists who 
show Venice, Bride of the Sea, as a mili- 
tant, conquering creature, 
sturdy : sea-going race, muscular and * 
ruddy, no delicate ghost of pastel colors 
and indeterminate outline. Artists are 
coming who will show our beautiful New 
England: coast as the starting point. for 
reckless rewarding voyages, as the home 
of wanderers and traders; who will per- 
ceive. the connection, subtle yet clear, be- 
tween the rocky skeleton of the northern 
shores and the determined types of their 
early settlérs; who will “bring out” 
nature in the significance she has -for 
those who not only have summe but 
have wintered with her.) That will make 
the picturesque little Summer galleries 
still. more interesting.
